Washington, Sept. -12 — Of) —The 
head of the naval air training pro- 
gram spoke out strongly today in 
support of the flying captain who 
charged that navy 
o f f e n s i v e 
strength is being scuttled. 
"When John Crommelin, a great 
naval officer and a very supurb 
naval aviator, speaks, the Ameri 
can people should listen to him." 
Those were the closing words in 
a statement by Rear Admiral Aus- 
tin K. Doyle of Glenview, 111. 
"Captain John Crommelin is one 


of the greatest naval aviators of 
all times," Doyle said, adding: 
"He has always had the coun- 
try's interest at heart. He 
has 
never thought of his own inter- 
ests. He is a man of the highest 
integrity." 
Crommelin issued a 
statement 
Saturday in which he 
protested 
that navy power is being wrecked 
in the Pentagon, headquarters of 
the armed services. He said it is 
being 
"nibbled to death" 
and 
navy morale destroyed. 


The navy and air force for sev- 
eral years have engaged in a bit- 
ter dispute over their respective 
roles in strategic warfare. 
The 46-year-old captain said that 


in making his statement he knew 
he was breaking regulations and 
expected he was throwing over- 
board his 30-year navy career. 


A navy spokesman told a report- 
:r today, however, that Crommc- 
in has not been suspended. The 
captain, who works under the join 
chiefs of staff, showed up for duty 
as usual. During the morning he 
attended a meeting of his group 
which Joes spatlework on Ameri- 
ca's top secret war plans. 
In speaking out Saturday 
he 


said: 
"I hope this will blow the whole 
thing open and bring on another 
congressional investigation." 
That wish won one congress- 
man's endorsement. Rep. Sasscer 
(D-MD1 said congress should take 
a hand in the row. Sasscer, a top- 
ranking Democrat on the 
house 
armed services committee, 
indi- 
cated he feels such a review might 
help settle the dispute which flared 
into public view during the recent 
congressional investigation of the 
air force's B-36 bomber. 
He said he favored an inquiry 


nto the roles of the army, navy 
nad air force in defense and se- 
curity.
